This 1947 Journal of the Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the 
Republic will be the last one issued, the Department having disbanded by 
reason of the death of its last member. 


The Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic was organized 
on May 7, 1867, with Austin S. Cushman as its first Department Commander, 
77 men were elected to this office. Charles B. Burt of Springfield, Mass. was 
the last Commander. 


There were 255 posts in the Department and the peak in the membership 
was in 1892 when 24,261 were on the Department rolls, a gradual but steady 
decline followed this peak year. 


State Encampments were held annually for eighty-one years. 


The Department Secretary will, after all the affairs of the Department are 
closed, place the books, records, and both National and Department Journals 
in the State Library, and the Post Records in the Adjutant-General’s office. 
Later, a room will be set aside where pictures of Past Department Commanders, 
flags and relics will be placed. 


Funds remaining in the Department after all accounts are closed will be 
turned over to the National Grand Army of the Republic.

CHARLES B. BURT 
1848-1947 


Department Commander, Charles B. Burt, last member of the Department, 
Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic, passed away June 27, 1947 at 
Springfield, Mass., after a short illness. 


Therefore ending the last chapter in the long and glorious history of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in Massachusetts. 


Comrade Burt served in the Civil War with Company H, 8th Mass. Infantry, 
and was mustered out of service November 10, 1864. 


Born in Agawam, Mass., August 1, 1848. Two sisters survive him. 


Comrade Burt was chosen Department Commander in 1944, to fill out an 
unexpired term and he was again elected Commander, serving continuously until 
his death. 


He was buried with full military honors in the family lot in Springfield, Mass., 
with the Grand Army of the Republic burial service conducted by the members 
of L. A. Tifft Camp 15, Sons Union Veterans Civil War. Taps were sounded. 
Members from Gen. H. H. Lawton Camp U.S.W.V. stood by, as a firing Squad 
from Major John J. Leonard Post V.F.W. gave the last. salute. 


Allied and Patriotic Orders attended in a body.

I have known Commander Burt for many years, he was always most kind and 
thoughtful. During the years he served as Department Commander, and 
while he was unable to leave his home to take part in any of the many 
functions, he was most interested in whatever the occasion, be it Local, State 
or National. 


He was mentally alert to the very end, and I prize the many letters written 
to me, which was on an average of one a week. 


I shall never forget how he enjoyed the radio program which was broad- 
cast by the Sons and their Auxiliary at the time of their convention in Spring- 
field. He listened so intently when the song, “Tenting Tonight” was sung he 
closed his eyes. I could see traces of tears, no doubt it was the last time he 
heard the song that meant so much to him. 


Some one has said that gold and silver is not the most lasting compensation 
for services rendered, but friendships and associations remain forever. The 
privilege afforded one to have known and worked with this fine man is far 
more precious than material worth. 


His generation of rugged American citizens is nearly gone, and to us who 
remain is entrusted their torch of patriotism. How better may we honor the 
memory of this great American and his comrades, than to make sure that the 
principles and objects to which they gave a lifetime of devotion, shall not perish. 


Commander Burt, we salute you, you have carried on to the last man, you 
have earned the respect and esteem of those of us who cherish your memory.
